way and found work awaiting them 
within a few hours of their arrival. 
A doctor is to join them shortly, The 
nursing home has only accommoda- 
tion for four patients, it is expected 
that much of the work of the nurses 
will be in the homes of the people 
The Rev. W. G, igoyd, the head of the 
Edmonton Mission, admits that the 
effort is an experimental one. What 
its future will be remains to be seen, 
Circumstances as they arise may sug- 
gest modification of the plan. The 
continuance of the work must ulli- 
mately depend upon the measure of 
public support which it enlists and the 
extent to which it can be made self- 
supporting. The nursing home has 
been built on the farm belonging to 
the Edmonton Mission and in connec- 
tion with the mission work of the 
Anglican Chureh at Onoway, but it is 
scarcely necessary to say that patients 
uf all denominations will be free to 
benefit by it. The building has prov- 
ed more expensive than was originally 
estimated, mainly owing to the heavy 
cost of freighting materials to the 
site.

counted among the best cities of the 
province. 

This is the statement of Charles 
Van Horne a Chicago newspaperman, 
who has been spending a short holi- 
day in and around the Landing, and 
who passed through Edmonton yes- 
terday on his way east again. 

“Every hotel and stopping place in 
the Landing has been filled to over- 
tlowing for the past few months,” said 
Mr. Van Horne, “and instead of slack- 
ening up the rush of immigration into 
that district is increasing daily. The 
opening up of the north country is 
just beginning, and Athabasca Land- 
ing is going to be one of the leading 
of the smaller cities of the province in 
a very short time. Already it is the 
headquarters of all the men doing bus- 
iness in the north, atid in addition is 
attracting a large amount of eastern 
and foreign capital. One indication 
ef the interest that is being taken In 
that part of Alberta by outsiders is 
the fact that in one of the hotels a 
perusal of the register found repre- 
sentatives of seventeen of the largest 
cities in the United States there,, while 
every city of any size in Canada was 
represented among the guests. In ad- 
dition there was a party of four from 
Germany, tive men from dilterent 
points ot Great Britain, and a number 
of business men from Paris and other 
points in France. 1 talked with a 
number of these men just to see what 
was bringing them to the north coun- 
try, and trom what I gathered 1 be- 
lieve that Alberta and Athabasca 
Landing must be as well Known on 
the outside as they are in Canada. 

“At any rate the rush to that por- 
tion of the province is phenomenal, 
and this at a time when transportation 
facilities are anything but adequate, 
What it will be when the railroads 
open up the country it is impossible 
to say, but | firmly believe that the 
Landing will in a very short time be 
one of the bést cities of the province, 
it has an ideal location and bas the 
whole of the vast north country to 
draw from, There is absolutely noth- 
ips to stop it going ahead, and it is 


certainly a very busy centre at the 
present time.” 
Mr. Van Horne is also greatly im- 


pressed with the possibilities of the 
whole of the north country, 

“All that is needed to make North- 
ern Alberta the most talked of coun- 
try on the face of the globe is trans- 
portation and population,’ he said, 
“and it is getting voth just as fast as 
railroad builders can get their lines 
laid. Anyone who has not been up in- 
to the north cannot begin to realize 
the mineral and agricultural wealth 
of that country. During my stay in 
the Landing I talked with old-timers 
and newcomers, and saw samples of 
ou, asphalt and minerals, taken at 
random from many different points, 
and f am convinced that Alberta will 
yet be the richest province of the Do- 
minion, Everyone who visits the 
Landing and the district comes away 
impressed with its possibilties, and 
aithough newcomers are pouring in 
by the hundreds every week, the rush 
is only just beginning. It is big now, 
but it will be bigger than ever for the 
next five or six years, and even then 
that will be oniy the start of the build- 
ing up of one of the richest districts 
on the American continent. There is 
room and to spare up there and my 
own prediction is that the northern 
portion of the province will have a 
popuiation ws big as that of the whole 
of Alberta at the present time, and 
this within a very few years.”’
